FARMING FOR CONVICTS. 

The state-wide Immigration Convention held in 
Mississippi last month adopted a resolution pe- 
titioning the legislature to set aside 22,000 acres 
as a demonstration and experiment farm to be 
worked by convicts. Gov. Noel is in hearty sym- 
pathy with the movement and the general trend 
of popular opinion is so strongly in its favor that 
the plan is sure to be carried out by the legis- 
lature. 

This promises to be one of the greatest strides 
forward in agriculture and in criminology .that 
any state has ever taken. The plan contemplates 
placing large tracts of cut-over timber fands un- 
der the same careful cultivation as the other 
demonstration farms of the state, and to make 
the farm not only self-supporting, but a source 
of revenue which may be applied to state ex- 
penditures generally. Corn, potatoes, melons and 
Oranges are among the things that will be 
planted. Part of the 22,000 acres will be de- 
voted entirely to stock raising. Bermuda grass 
and lespedeza, noted stock fatteners, will be 
grown extensively. Truck gardening, with three 
or four crops a year, will return large profits 
per acre. 

Discharged convicts from Mississippi prisons 
are indorsing the plan and writing letters to the 
‘Governor begging to be allowed to go to the farm 
and learn an honest means of livel‘hood. It 
has not been decided whether to work the entire 
tract as an assemblage of large farms or to givea 
tract to each man and allow him to work it in 
much the same fashion that he would if he were 
free and owned the land. The latter plan would 
fit in admirably with a further extension of the 
®ystem which contemplates giving each convict 
a tract of land at the end of his term, the seed 
and implements to work it, and allowing him to 
pay for his equipment in small installments. The 
State of Mississippi seems to be nceh!7 pioneering 
the way in an effort to demonstrate the effects 
of a life close to nature, with remunerated toil 
-vpon men who have becon®% convicts, that is

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WHAT MAKES A ‘‘GOOD WRITER.’' 

No one has ever answered the question, “What 
is literature?” That is, no one has ever answered 
so as to satisfy everybody. In attempting to 
answer it this year, the Russian Government may 
sutisfy mobody, although it is reported from St. 
Petersburg that it has opened 10 large halls, 
filled with books and periodicals, to show the 
meaning of Russian literature, illustrated by the 
output of the Czar’s good writers. 

This is the third annual exhibitioR of Russian 
books and newspapers made by the Russian Gov- 
ernment. The books gnd periodica’s on exhibi- 
tion number thousands, They include original 
Russian works and translations from the works 
of other countries into Russian. They do not 
include the translations into Russian which have 
been suppressed by the Russian Government. In 
this list is mentioned the works of Edgar Allen 
Poe and Cooper's “History of Flogging in All 
Countries.” 

There we have the ultimate question of whet 
makes a writer good for Riissia. It i3 said that 
Since these exhibitions were first planned in 8st. 
Petersburg, 1269 Russian writer: have been ar- 
rested by the Government. Of these 462 were 
sentenced to penal servitude because’ they were 
not good writers. They were not good because 
they wished to write on prohibited subjects. 
Any one of them who had studied the style of 
»Poe might have used it in presenting facts trom 
‘the history of flogging in all countries to con. 
-vinee others that the domination of the human 
mind by the knout, the dungeon and the bayonet 
ie not conducive to good literature. This would 
have,proved him bad enough for penal servitude.

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TRIUMPH FOR THE PEOPLE. 

By the passage of the reciprocity act yester- 
day in the Senate of the United States a splendid 
triumph was won for the people against parti- 
sanship, against privilege and in the high cause 
of peace. 

It is matter for just pride that neither of the 
great historic American parties can claim ex- 
clusive or even exceeding credit for this fine 
act. On Jan. 26 the legislative movemen: to re- 
store reciprocity as the normal condition along 
our northern boundary line was begun. The 
measure passed the Republican House of Repre- 
sentatives Feb. 14, by a vote of 221 to 92, but 
failed to secure Senate concurrence in the dying 
Congress, Foreseeing this, the Post-Dispatch 
and World, in articles headed “Give Us an Extra 
Session, Mr. Taft,” named reciprocity and lower 
taxation of necessaries as the two great reasons 
for calling the new Congress together. In the 
series beginning with the page editorial of April 
3, entitled “Hundreds of Facts Favoring Rect- 
procity,’”’ we urged the arrangements; and to non- 
partisanship made and reiterated the appeal on 
April 5: 

“For the first time in 50 years it is possible 
for Congress to approach a tariff question in 

a nonpertisan spirit. For the first time in 

50 years we have a Republican President who 

is courageous enough to proclaim the fact 

that tariffs mean taxes, and that taxes mean 
high prices for everybody and deprivation for 
many. For the first time in 50 years an op- 
portunity presents itself for a Democratic 

majority in one House to co-operate with a 

perfectly feasible Democratic-Republican alli- 

ance in the other in behalf of popular rights,” 
The Amazing Opposition. 

This is what has happened. The processes be- 
gan quickly and easily when two weeks later the 
Democratic House passed the .measure by a 
vote of 267 to 89. On the first of May the stand- 
pat Senate Finance Committee began killing 
time upon reciprocity, though 57 votes for its 
Passage were already pledged. And shortly after- 
ward there commenced that amazing onslaught 
upon free-trade relations in which a few insurgent 
Republican senators belied the principles they 
had professed and frittered away the great pow- 
er with the people of the whole country which 
they had fairly earned. 

But all opposition was vain; the nation was 
determined; the Post-Dispatch in its articles {I- 
lustrating the need of reciprocity, and other pa- 
pers of both parties and of no party, would not 
permit the cause to be neglected: in the end it 
was a union of Republican votes and Democratic 
votes, not a few of them reluctant, that set the 
Senate in line. , 

Early in the fray the wolves of privilege donned 
their sheepskin robes and went hot-foot to Wash- 
ington to stop reciprocity. The political farmer, 
represented by Hines, the lumber lobbyist who. 
“put Létimer over;” the political fisherman of 
the Gloucester Buyers’ Trust, who talks loud of 
American labor and fills his boats with alien 
crews; the political promoter of a “living wage,” 
who argues that to increase commerce is bad 
for traiie—all were there. 


The Same Opposition in Canada. 

On the Canadian side there was the same align- 
ment ‘of abhorrent and hypocritical] forces. But 
there it was chiefly the railroad man and not 
the manufacturer who donned the farmer’s clothes 
to Oppose friendly relations. 

The “defenders of empire” mixed mischievous- 
ly in the struggle, and from London and Mon- 
treal came prophets of annexation and British 
dismemberment. This talk was the most dis- 
reputable and unpatrioti: of all the tricks used 
to defeat reciprocity. We showed “There is no 
prospect of annexation” and “no real sentiment 
on either side of the border in favor of it.” The 
press of both countries refused to be buncoed, 
and talk of empire failed and everything failed, 
to stem the tide. 

Because it is a tide; a great, unyielding force 
and fact of nature that no Mrs. Partington, with 
her broom, can hold in check. Political condi- 
tions may be what history has left them at the 
will of chance. But the glacial drift that ground 
and grooved its myriad paths down the Continent 
decreed ages ago that trade shall forever pass 
forth and south over short ways in level val- 
leys.or on the friendly lakes rather than toil 
cover heavy mountain grades for twice the dis- 
tance east and west. And it is nature’s man- 
date that south and north shall freely exchange 
the products of their differing soils an] climes. 


Great Trade Despite Taxes. 

In spite of the stupidity of parliaments and 
congresses, in spite of the Chinese wall that tariffs 
have raised along the border, Canada last year 
bought googs in the United States of the value 
of $223,501,809 and we bought from Canada $104,- 
199,675 worth of goods. Both countries taxed 
heavily at the line this beneficent traffic: tax- 
ing consumption, not possession: taxing pov- 
erty, not wealth. We have agreed even now— 
as Canada will soon do—to lower the wall a lit- 
tle, not level it utterly. Some day we shall be 
wise enough to see that New York has no more 
need of a tariff against Canada than against 
Pennsylvania; and of that day privilege which 
fattens at the people’s cost behind the bulwark of 
taxation may well have had a disconcerting and 
prophetic prevision. 

Practical considerations share in the victory 
with the ideal.. For its part in forcing the extra 
session and in voicing, the public demand for 
action until victory became assured and opposi- 
tion dwindled to delay the Post-Dispatch feels 
especial satisfaction in that it has helped the cause 
of peace. 


An Aid to Permanent Peace. 

Between the United States and Canada there 
lies the longest “unscientific boundary” in the 
world; the longest line between nations not made 
or marked by natural obstacles. Yet soon we are 
to celebrate the one hundredth anniversary of un- 
broken peace along that boundary. In every 
emergency of sudden passion, only common sense, 
in the phrase of Gladstone’s message to the Post- 
Dispatch and World during the Venezuela dispute, 
has been necessary. In every boundary misun- 
derstanding or fisheries dispute or other entangle- 
ment, agreement has been reached by learned men 
carrying each time a little further the practice 
and precedent of the laws and courts of nations. 

So far from menace of annexation has bgen this 
peaceful dwelling together that for nearly all that 
hundred years the Monroe Doctrine has been as

much Canada’s safeguard against foreign aggres- 
sion as it was Mexico’s in 1867. The Southern 
Statesmen who in 1854 voted for reciprocity to 
lessen the fear of northward annexation acted 
upon a principle as good today as it was then. -\ 
border line which has ceased to offer irritants to 
trade has by that much ceased to be a thorn in 
politics. As President McKinley said in his last 
words to the American people: 

Before the century of peace is completed 
we hope to see placed as a capstone to the 
rising structure of friendly international re- 
lations a general arbitration treaty with the 
mother nation of the British lands which will 
forever still the impious urgings of the jingo 
priests of war. 

The period of exclusiveness is past. The 
expansion of our trade and commerce is the 
Pressing problem. Commercial wars are, un- 
profitable. A policy of good will and friendly 
relations will prevent reprisals. Reciprocity 
treaties are in harmony with the spirit of the 
times. 

In the great movement for peace which is 
being urged throughout the world side by 
side with that struggle for the better realiza- 
tion of the industrial and political welfare of 
the masses of the people, with which it is 
firmly linked, Canadian reciprocity will be 
one more inspiring forward step. It will 
carry dismay no less to the lords of war than 
to the arrogant pets of commercial favoritism. 

We trust that the newer and closér relations 
which it now rests with her to conclude will for- 
ward and prosper Canada greatly in the swift 
industrial development for which she looks in 
the twentieth century. And we have full faith 
that it will aid in keeping for her unbroken peace 
with us and with all the world.

SAFE AND SANE AEROPLANING. 

Accidents of the most harrowing sort are much 
too fresh in, mind for us to feel in any wise op- 
timistic about the future of aviation, but a writer, 
in one of the national monthlies who has been 
analyzing the statistics takes quite a hopeful 
view Of it. He says, for instance, that very few 
aviators have lost their lives save by their own 
foolhardiness. @areless construction or assemb- 
ling of machines, flying under bad conditions of 
wind or locality, incompetent driving, reckless 
exhibition feats and clumry experimenting have 
all contributed to the bad name given the aero- 
plane here and abroad. |

TURPENTINE NOW A LUXURY. 
From the Richmond Journal. 

The time was when turpentine was about the 
cheapest thing 4 housekeeper could buy. The 
biggest bottle in the house was sent for 5 cents’ 
worth of turpentine. Now your sewing-machine 
oil bottle is big enough for that much. Indeed, 
turpentine has #0 grown in value that unless 
when you call at the paint dealer's and do not 
specify that you want the genuine article he will 
hand you cut a substitute made largely of crude 
gasoline. Some years &g0 turpentine retailed for 
20 cents a gallon, and now sells for 10 cents a 
half pint. 

Turpentine is 4 Southern product and, while 
the demand has greatly increased, the output 
has largely fallen off. The value of the output in 
1910, though much smaller than the previous year 
was 40 per cent greater than in 1908, all of which 
shows that the South has a very valuable indus- 
try, and one that demands scientific and careful 
handling of the pine forests that produce the 
resin and the turpentine to prevent the destruc- 
tion of the trees. The old forests are already 
giving out, and new areas are being worked. 
The product is taken from the tree by chopping 
holes in the bark through which the sap 
oozes. The trees have been overworked, and many 
large areas that were valuable have been killed 
by the greed of the turpentine companies. The 
trees are natural growth and cannot be restored 
by replanting. . Their value will steadily increase, 
and it would be the sheerest folly to keep up the 


old methods of destruction.

Then he was requested to 
forward all correspondence to Tucuman, a thriv- 
ing city in the far northwestern part of <Ar- 
sentina close up among the mountains. 

Prompted by courtesy, the newspaperman made 
inquiries as to what a Bourbon Princess was do- 
ing way off there. He learned, it is said, that she 
is a permanent member of a circus troupe and 
appearing twice daily in the ring. Already Parls 
and Berlin managers are said to have taken steps 
to make her offers. 

HER LIFE EVENTFUL. 

This Donna Margarita is presumed to be ths 
adventurous Princess Alice of Bourbon-Anjoun,

i mes—Maregarita. If it is she—and there Js 
gt di reason to believe it is—she has had an event- 
ful “fe, though only 35 years old. She has en- 
joyed about every other kind of excitement, fn- 
clué ng service as a Red Cross nurse in two wars 
in China. The circus is well calculated to appeal 
to her, for she is a superb horsewoman. 

From the high estate that was her birthright 
to the circus ring is something of a tumble, but 
she has had harder falls.

One Priest Contends. Parishes 


{ Are Not in Position‘to Give 


Financial Support. 


MANY TAXED FOR THE FEW 
He Believes Those Desiring Fur- 
ther Education Should Go 
on L. Uv. or C.-B. C. 








The plan for establishing three Cath- 
olic high schools, lately announced in 
detail by the Rev. Father A. V. Gar- 
thoeffner, superintendent of instruction 
for the St. Louis archdiocese, has 
aroused general discussion among mem- 
bers of the clergy. 

Because of Archbishop Glennon’s fa- 
vorable attitude toward the plan, priests ; 
have hesitated to oppose it openly, but 
it is known that much of the discus- 
sion has been of an adverse character. 


The priests are urging financial con- 
siderations against the establishment 
of the proposed schools, and several of 
them, In talks with each other and 
with parishioners, have taken the posi- 
tion that the institutions requiring the 
support of St. Louis Catholics should 
not be increased at present. 

Attitude of One Priest. 

One priest, who did not wish that his 
name should be published, but who said 
that he represented the attitude of » 
number of others, said Saturday in an 
interview with a Post-Dispatch _re- 
porter: 

“The reverend superintendent of in- 
struction has announced that the pro- 
posed high schools are to be free, and 
has indicated that support will be 
sought, through the priests, from the 
members of their parishes. 

“Statistics show that not 6 per cent 
of publi¢ and parochial school pupils 
are in high schools. This means that 
the parents of the 95 per cent who are 
not able to give them high school edu- 
cation would be asked to contribute to 
the higher education of the favored 56 
per cent. 

“There was general regret when the 
Christian Brothers withdrew. after the 
last school term, under the plea of parish 
poverty, from three prominent parochia! 
schools. They had been receiving a 
very meager pittance before—barely 
enough, it would seem, to keep soul and 
body together. If they could not be sup- 
ported, how could the heavy additional 
burden of high schools be borne? 

“Most of the Catholic churches of St. 
Louis have large debts, and the support 
of the parish schools weigh heavily on 
them. If Catholics give to the high 
schools, as the reverend supérintendent 
intends to ask them to do, they will have 
just so much the less to give to their 
own parish needs. For with most peo- 
ple, what is given to one thing must be 
withheld from another. 

Two Established Institutions. 


"St. Louis University and Christian 
Brothers’ College now have the equiva- 
lent of high-school courses. Some par- 
ishes have contributed to found free 
scholarships in these. establishments. 
More of them may be willing to do the 
same. No nermal school or teachers’ 
board would venture to reject the di- 
piomas of either of thd&e-institutions.” 

The position of superintendent, a com- 
paratively new one, is simiiar in auther'- 
ty over the parochial schools to that of 
Supt. Blewett over the city schools, The 
new high schools constitute the first 
impertant innovation introduced by Fa- 
ther Garthoeffner since his appointment.

DALLAS, Tex., July 22.—With what is 


estimated to be three-fourths of the 


votes cast in todry’s Hquor election 


counted, the prohibitionists are leading 


by the narrow margin of 3461, according 
to the returns of the News. Up to mid- 
night 339,773 votes had been accounted 
for. Returns from all the larger towns 
are in and as the rural districts are 
against the saloon it seems a safe pre- 
diction at this time that the State has 
gone for prohibition. 

The early vote, which, 
the larger cities, which is admiitedly 
wet territory, have been such a disap- 
pointment. that there is no hope for 
the later vote to overcome this. 

The vote yet to be heard in the rural 
districts is largely a dry spot. None of 
the larger cities, not even San Antonio, 
Kave near the auti-majority expected. 
At 10 g clock a total of 200,000 votes had 
been cast and the prohibitionists were 
Jeading by more than 16,000 votes, 

This will be increased rather 
* diminished from the territory 
heard from. Southwest Texas, where 
the antis expected to poll their largest 
niajorities, wee very close. The vote 
polled will be only two-thirds of that 
poHed at the lust general election.

Breaks Leg in Leap. 

Just as Brophy had come to within in 
arm's reach of the top of the wall, sev- 
eral guards opened fire. Brophy swung 
around to the back of the ladder and 
dropped to the ground. Rhodus mounted 
to the top, paused a second and leaped 
to the, ground on the outside, breaking 
a bone in his righ leg in the fall. Guards 
rushed to Brophy and quickly over- 
powered him. Rhodus was found in a 
*nicket a short distance away from the 
outside of the wall, suffering intense 
pain as a result of his injury. He was 
taken to the penitentiary hospital, 
where surgeons reduced a compound 
fracture. 

Known as “Candy Kid.” 

Never before have convicts attempted 
to escape from the main inclosure, all 
past delhveries having been made from 
the quarry. The attempt to escape was 
witnessed by more than a hundred pris- 
oners and guards who were in the fac- 
tory and inclosure. No such an at- 
tempt to escape has occurred at the 
Joliet penitentiary since Eddie Quina 
and Harry Harmon made a successful 
dash for liberty several years ago. 
Leigh Rhodus, known as the “Candy 
Kid,”” was one of the most desperate 
highwaymen with whom the police of 
Chicago ever had to deal. He was sen- 
tenced to a life term last January by 
Judge Kersten after he had confessed 
to the murder of Dr. W. F. Michaelis, 
an Englewood dentist, and Anton Hel- 
big, contractor, who lived in Wood- 
lawn. Robbery was the motive for the 
killing of Dr. Michaelis. 

Physician Was Shot, 

Late one night in August of last year 
the physician was shot while on the 
way to his home in Englewood. 

He was unconscious when found and 
died without being able to give the po- 
lice any information which might lead 
to the arrest of his assailant. Several 
days later a highwayman went into a 
drug store in Woodlawn. He was pur- 
sued. but escaped after firing several 
shots at his pursuers. 

Helbig was shot and killed, while at- 
tempting to intercept the fleeing rob- 
ber. 

Rhodus was arrested in East St. Louis 
ond taken to Chicago. Another man 
had been arrested, charged with the 
crimes, to which Rhodus confessed, and 
was held for trial in the county jail. 
Khodus’ confession resulted in the re- 
lease of this prisoner. 

Rhodus gained the alias, “Candy 
Kid," because of his penchant for 
holding up drug stores and stealing can- 
dy for his sweethearts. Previous to 
his arrest, he married a girl whose

home was in Kansas City. She refused: 


to believe that he was a highwayman, 
and it was only after he confessed that 
she realized her husband had been lead- 
ing a dual life.

Lower rates were 
sought for oil cloth and linoleum; free 
entry for all farmers implements and 
sewing machines; the free admission of 
canned vegetables all products of ce- 
reals and lumber. 

Parties in Combine, 

The passage of the agreement was ef- 
fected by a combination of Democrats 
and Regular Republicans. The FPro- 
gressives with two exceptions, voted 
against it. 

Three Democrats, Bailey, Simmons 
and Clark. steadfastly opposed it. The 
ugreement had no standing before the 
Senate. It was reported from the F'- 
nance Committee without recommend- 
ation.

WHAT RECIPROCITY WILL 
DO FOR U. S. CONSUMERS 





Articles Valued at $39,811,500 to Be Admitted 
Free of Duty—Hundreds of Commodities 


of Ettry Day 


Use Affected. 





In presenting, the prospective benefits 
of the reciprocal trade agreement be- 
tween the United States and Canada it 
is necessary to consider that under the 
present tariff law many of the duties 
have been wholly prohibitive. 

The present amount of importation or 
the present income to the United States 
through the medium of the Customs 
House is, except in a few instances, no 
index to the future trade on any par- 
ticular article or commodity. 

The restrictions of the past removes, 
certain articles, today only nominally 
upon the list of imports from the 
United States into Canada and from 
Canada into the United States, 
must, in the immediate future, become 
important articles of trad@in one direc- 
tion or the other, and in some instances 
in both directions. 


What Reciprocity Will De. 
The question is what will 


procity accomplish? 

It will— 

1. Admit to the United States free 
of duty articles to the value of $39,- 
§11,500 upon which under the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law there is now a duty. 
In return, Canada, by a similar re- 
mission of her: duties, will admit 
free, products of the United States 
to the value of $21,957,905, according 
to the statistics for the last year ob- 
tainable for purposes of calculation. 

2. Place upon the free list wheat, 
rye, oats, barley, buckwheat, dried 
peas and beans, and corn upon which 
the United States at present imposes 
a varying schedule of duties ranging 
from 10 cents a bushel for rye to 45 
cents a bushel for dried beans. All 
this benefit to the consumer being ac- 
complished at a revenue cost to the 
United States of less than $300,000. 

3~—Place upon the free list cattle. 
horses, mules, sheep and swine at pres- 
ent dutiable at varying rates averaging 
approximately 25 per cent but at a rev- 
enue cost to the United States of less 
than $275,000. 

4—Place upon the free list vegetables 
of all sorts including potatoes, cabbages, 
onions, turnips, sweet potatoes and 
yams, now taxed at from 25 cents to 40 
cents per bushel, and all other fresh 
vegetables not enumerated at 25 per cent 
advalorem and at a cost in revenue to 
the United States of $389,000. 

5—Relieve from the tariff of \% cent 
per pound the annual importation of 
fresh water fish, and from the tariff of 
from % to 1 cent per pound of 13,341,-

921 pounds of mackeral, eels smelts, 
haliput and herring: 17,085,091 pounds

Pulp and Paper Changes. 

6—Remove the existing tariff on pulp 
wood and print paper, th ereby admit- 
ting to the United States free 160,217,659 
pounds of pulp wood now dutiable, and 
86,766,027 pounds of print paper, accord- 
ing to the importations of 1910 at a rey- 
enue cost to the Government of $300,000, 
and 19,446,100 pounds of chemically pre- 
pared unbleached and 19,345,312 pounds 
of bleached pulp wood at a revenue of 
$175,000. 

7—Place lumber upon the free list 
thereby relieving the American con- 
sumer of the tariff of $1.25 per 1000 feet 
upon the 975,975,000 feet of sawed lumber 
imported last year at a revenue sacri- 
fice of $1,218,970. 


8. Reduce the present tariff on fresh 
meats from 1% cents per pound to 1% 
cents per pound for the return conces- 
Sion on the part of Canada of a re- 
duction of 3 cents a pound to 1% cents. 
Reduce the tariff on bacon and hams 
from 4 cents per pound to 1% cents per 
pound on all other dried and smoked 
meats from 25 per cent ad valorem to 
1% cents per pound, in return for a re- 
duction on the part of Canada from 2 
cents per pound to the same figure.

HE Public Admimistrator does not 
48 file an annual statement of his 
commissions and disbursements, 
but only a statement showing how 
much property is in his hands at the 
end of the year. The scattered records 
do not show what his annual revenues 
from the office is. He estimates it at 
from $4500 to $5008) Persons at the 
Courthouse, who claim familiarity with 
the workings of the Probate Court, esti- 
mated it variously from $40,000 to $60,- 
000 annually. 

Post-Dispatch reporters took at ran- 
dom 2% estates which Troll has handled, 
in some of which there has been one 
settlement but not a final settlement. 
In all these cases the lawyers were 
Henderson & Becker. who share Troll’s 
office. W. W. Henderson, senior mem- 
ber of the firm, formerly sat on the 
Probate bench. 

In these cases, the commissions to 
Troll and fees to Henderson & Becker 
were:

These 26 estates included 
Philip C. Stifel, which amounted to 
more than $200,000, and on which the 
lawyers’ fee was $5000 and Troll’s com- 
missions more than $10,000. Deducting 
his fee in that case from the total, the 
balance is, $1,796.79 for the other 2% 
estates, not all of which have been 
settled finally, so that Troll has a furth- 
er commission to collec: from them. Al! 
these estates were small, some running 
below $100. 

Ai the end of the June term of court, 
Troll filed settlements on 101 estates in 
which Henderson & Becker were at- 
torneys. There are four terms of court 
a year. It was estimated by some at- 
taches at the Courthouse that the num- 
ber of estates Troll handles annually is 
between 600 and 700. But Sewall J. 
Smith. a notary and clerk in his office, 
who draws up the settlements, yester- 
day estimated the number at 400. Troli 
estimated it at 120. The public admin- 
istrator pays’all his own office expenses. 


Administrator Must 
File a Large Bond. 


FE is required to file a bond for 
H twice as much as the value of 
the property in his hands when 


the bond is fixed. His bond is now 
fixed at $1.300,000 which would indicate 
estates totaling $650,000. The annual re- 
port in the Probate Court fixes the 
amount of the bond. The value of the 
property held by the office may fluc- 
tuate either way between bond periods. 
Some of the estates run along for vears, 
others are settled quickly. The fee for 
handling all estates is set by law at i 
per cent. 

An estate which went into Troll's 
hands when h. took office was that «f 
Patrick Murphy, who left a widow and 
twv boys. Troll received £92, He made 
separate settlements for each of the 
minor heirs, charging a $% commission 
} each case, so that he g 11 per cent’ 
of the estate. The attorney's fees in this 
case wer £16.76, and the court costs and 
notaiy fees reduced the amount until 
Mrs. “rp received $50.

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MANY CURVES IN PARK 
DANGEROUS FOR AUTOS 





Elimination of Deadly Haberstroh Curve Calls 
Attention to Others Which Motorists Would 
Have Remedied by Commissioner. 





Park Commissioner Davis’ plan to 


eliminate Haberstroh curve, recognized 
as the most dangerous spot for automo- 
biles on the Forest Park roadways, has 


called attention to the existence of oth- 
er curves and crossings in the park 
which are ‘the worry of careful chauf- 
feurs and the peril of reckless ones. 

Wells drive is to be so remodeled as to 
substitute a moderate grade and a mild 
curve for the precipitate course which 
automobiles have had to take at high 
speed, because of the hill ahead, at the 
Haberstroh culvert. This spot, within 
six years.and a half, has been the scene 
of 18 accidents, in all but one of which 
an automobile was wrecked. T. Joseph 
Drew was killed outright there Dec. 22 
last, and the injuries’: from which Mrs. 
Theresa Bernero recently died were re- 
ceived in an accident there March 2 
last. Sixteen others have been injured 
there. 

Lald Out for Horse Vehicles. 

The Forest Park roadways, with the 

exception of a few of those in the west- 


for motor cars. They were laid out in 
the days of horse-drawn vehicies, and 
their physical features are at many 
points poorly adapted to the automobile. 

Near De Soto Bridge, and close to the 
Union avenue entrance of the’ park, 
there is a curve which a horse or a 
team can make without difficulty, but 
which is a ticklish matter for an auto. 
The convergence of another drive adds 
to the dangers of the place. 

On Wells drive, near the Art Museum, 
a Y is formed by another road which 
breaks precipitately down hill. The 
temptation for chaffeurs to take the 
curve at dangerous speed is great. 

The first turn in Wells drive is guard- 
ed in part by a fence, but it is sharp, 
and is so near another turn as to form 
an S, the most dangerous letter in the 
alphabet for automobiles. 

Qther Dangerous Places. 

Other curves where great care is re- 
quired, and where speed at all beyond 
the ordinary is dangerous, are. those at 
Skinker road and Lindell avenue, and 
at the DeBaliviere entrance, near the 
Jefferson Memorial building inclosure.

I have 
not had as much trouble of that sort 
Fince I began the I’ederal Company in 
Philadelphia. Before we sold out to the 
trust tools were thrown into machinery 
and elevators wrecked for no cause 
Whatever. After we sold out to the 
trust those things ceased. 

“After we_started the F-deral,’’ con- 
tinued Spreckels, ‘‘we had a great deal 
of tre .ble with sugar for a year or so. 
At night our sugar liquors were drained 
out of the vats. 

“For a time dead rats would turn up 
in barrels of Sugar that had been 
shipped out of the refinery. 

“These complaints continued for so .e 
time. One night I went to the refinery 
at midnight. They were at work pack- 
ing sugar for shipment. I made then 
take the heads out of the barrels and 
in.every one rubbish and stuff hadsbeen 
put in to ruin the sugar. Kicked the 
men out of the plant and refused to 
pay them. I told them’to go to the 
men that had hired them to do the dirty 
work to collect their pay. 

“They have never sued me, 
have been praying they weu'~ 

“Since those early exepriences I have 
built up an organization of loyal men 
and we kept the plant heavily guarded 
day and night.’”’ 

“What effect would. the reduction of 
the tariff have on the pric: of sugar?’ 

Take off the tariff and the price of 
Sugar would be reduced 2 cents a 
pyvund. Cut the tariff in half and the 
price would be reduced 1 cent a pound.”’ 

What effect would that have on the 
revenue of the country?” 

“Well, if you cut the tagiff in half, 
the amount of sugar consumed would 
be nearly doubled and _ the 
would be about the same.” 

Spreckles read into the record official 
Statistics showing that since the Sugar 
Trust was formed the price of refined 
sugar had materially increased. 

When Representative Hinds’ under- 
took to question Spreckles, the exami- 
nation hecame a matching of wits be- 
tween the adherents of the high pro- 
tective tariff and the low, or “approx!- 
mated free trade’ tariff. Spreckels 
held for the low tariff, particularly as 
it related to sugar and other food ne- 
cessities. 

Spreckels said that the California re- 
‘finers get their raw sugar delivered at 
San Francisco from Hawali at 2 1-8 
cents a pound, while the New York re- 
fineries pay about 4 3-8 cents a pound 
for the same product. He found that it 
cost 65 cents the hundred weight to re- 
fine sugar, counting al) losses and de- 
ductions. Then, before the refiner can 
place a price on the product to the 
broker and jobber, he must add the cost 
of maintaining the plant, depreciation 
and interest on the investment.

Investigating Committee Wants 
Facts Regarding Alleged 
Seizure of Papers.

WASHINGTON, July 22-—As the 
result of statements made before. it 
today by E. G. Lewis, president of the 
Lewis Publishing Co. of St. Louis, 
and Edwin C. Madden, former Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General, but 
now Lewis’ attorney, the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures im the Post- 
office Department adorted a resolu- 
tion to call on the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral for all the correspondence and 
papers in the Lewis case, which has 
been before the public for several 
years. 

As originally drawn, the resolution 
aimed to bring out the facts regard- 
ing the alleged seizure by the postal 
authorities at St. Louis of three car- 
loads of papers published by Lewieé. 
This occurred, Lewis says, sevefal 
years ago. The resolution , was 
changed to cover a wider scope, and, 
under its provisions, all the papers 
in the case will be called for. 

Lewis Charges a Plot. 

The committee will also summon 
Postmaster Akins of St. Louis. The 
Lewis case developed long before 
Akins became Postmaster, and the 
committee is not counting -on his 
knowing much about it, but believes 
he can throw some light on the gen- 
eral postal situation at St. Louis. 

Lewis told the committee § today 
that the Postoffice Department ia‘ 





formed a- plot to bring about his un- 
doing and that several postoffice in- 
spectors had declared their ‘intention 
to. “get him” 

He asserted that from start to fin- 
ish the fight against: him was one of 
persecution. He cited the case of the 
submission to him by the Postoffice De- 
partment of a question form with the 
direction that he fill out the answers 
to the various questions asked and re- 
turn within % hours. . 

Seven Weeks in Auswering. 

“It took me seven weeks properly to 
answer the questions,’ Lewis told the 
committee. ‘I had to have # assistants 
to do the werk, and then it took seven 
weeks. I spent 310,000 on that work.” 

Lewis asserted that the object of the 
Postoffice Department in demanding 
a hurry-up reply to its questions was 
to force Lewis to make inaccurate state- 
ments which could be used against him. 

Madden corroborated the test:mony of 
his client in this, and said, speaking as 
a former department officta!, he could 
not see how it was possible for any 
man to answer the questions put to 
Lewis in 24 hours. To answer such nu- 
merous and detailed questions properly, 
Madden declared, would require six 
weeks at the least. 

Seizure of Publications. 

Lewis claim regarding the seizure of 
the three carloads of his publications 
was that they were not only seized but 
that the department failed to notify 
him. The law requires, he declared, 
that when seizures are made for in- 
sufficient postage, the sender be duly 
notified. Lewis expressed the belief that 
the publications seized are at this time 
stored in the postoffice at St. Louis. 

The committee adjourned after the 
morning session to await a reply from 
the Postmaster-General as to how soon 
it may expect. the documents in the 
Lewis case,

A two-thirds majority of all votes 
cast will be necessary to carry. the prop- 


osition.

November, 
1912, authorizing the Legislature to is- 
Sue $5,000,000 in bonds for the new cap- 
itol. 

If the $3,500,000 bond issue carries the 
question will be settled, and the $5,000,- 
000 preposition will be dropped. 

Present Site Too Small. 

The State officials and members of 
the Legislature agreed, after the de- 
struction of the capitol by fire, that the 
present site is not large enoweh for a 
new capitol. The old capitol stood on a 
bluff over the railroad tracks, and the 
noise and smoke from passing trains se- 
riously interfered with State officials 
and members af the General Assembly, 
when it was in session. 

It was the unanimous opinion of 
the State officials and the members 
of the Legislature that the State 
ought to acquire as additional! 
grounds for the site the block and a 
half of land adjoining the present 
site on the south. But before the 
Legislature enacted any legislation 
for a new capitol it required the 
people of Jefferson City to file op- 
tions with the State to sell the land 
at a stipulated price. 

The Legislature provided that $200,- 
004 could be used for the purchase of 
additional ground. The options filed 
with the State bind the owners of the 
property in question to sell their 
holdings ,.for $181,500. 

Governor Says Land Is Cheap. 

Gov. Hadley and former State Audi- 
tor Wilder, both of whom have bought 
and sold property in Jefferson City. 
told a Pbdst-Dispatch reporter that 
they were surprised that the property 
owners were willing to sell for that 
amount, as they both considered the 
land, with improvements, worth not 
less than $250,000. The ground re- 
quired as an addition to the site is 
within two blocks of the business 
center of the city, and besides con- 
taining several business houses, in- 
cluding one hotel, it is the location of 
several of the best residences in the 
city. 

Col. Jay L. Torrey of Fruitville 
who has been opposing the bond is- 
sue, declared that the proposition to 
additional ground for the capitol 
site opened the way for real estate 
speculations, Goy. Hadley and other 
State officials declare that the Legis- 
lature, by requiring the options, pre- 
cluded all possibility of a land spec. 
ulation, 

State May Condemn Strip. 

The State is not bound to exercise 
the options. If it deems the prices 
asked too high it can go into the 
courts and condemn the — property. 
Henry J. Wallau is owner of the big- 
gest block of property in the strip 
of ground needed by the State. He 
owns seven lots, all but one being 
improved, There are two double 
houses, one two-story house, and a 
livery stable on the lots. The double 
houses are figured by real estate men 
te be worth at least $6500 each, with- 
out the ground.

Prices Declared O K, 

These options were filed with Secre- 
tary of State Roach, March 1, and were 
examined by several committees of the 
Legislature. There has never been any 
criticism by any member of the Legis- 
lature or State official of the prices at 
which the land was offered to the 
State. 

The capitol bonds are to be paid off 
in 13 years. The Legislature levied an 
annual tax of 2 cents on the $100 val- 
uation to pay the principal and interest 
on the bonds.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The call of 
numerous baseball leagues in the coun- 
try is luring athletic members of the 
United States army from their martial 
profession.

These soldiers who leave the service 
to play ball do so by purchasing their 
discharge The department keeps a 
record of the purchased discharges, but 
there is nothing which shows why the 
soldier wants to quit the service. A few 
of the prominent members of the va- 
rious leagues now playing baseball are 
remembered as having been soldiers and 
as having purchased their discharges for 
that purpose. 

It costs a soldier from $30 to $200 to 
purchase his discharge: It all depends 
on the amount of service had at the 
time the application is made. Most of 
the men who have purchased their dis- 
charge to play ball have had their pur- 
chase money advanced them by the 
managers ‘‘signing’’ them. When a sol- 
dier looks like likely baseball timber, 
the scout looking him over soon gets 
the money with which he may purchase 
his way back to civil life. 

Curry Requests Discharge. 

Latest among the soldiers who have 
sought their discharge to play base- 
ball is George Curry, recently signed 
with the St. Louis Browns. Curry was 
seen playing ball near St. Louis with 
gome soldiers. A scout who saw him 
guve him a contract calling for $200 a 
month to pitch. 

Curry didn't have the money 
which to purchase his discharge. The 
scout said he would fix that and im- 
mediately arranged to give Curry an ad- 
vance on his pay. Curry signed up, re- 
ceivedthe advance and filed an appli- 
cation for his discharge. It will be 
granted within the next few days. If 
Curry doesn't make good with the 
Browns he can go-.to the minors or 
back in the army. 

Another notable ball plaver who went 
from the rank of private soldier to pro- 
fessional Dballplayer through the —pur- 
chased discharge route is David Altizer, 
“Soldier Boy Dave,” as he is familiarly 
known. Altizer played bal! and soldiered 
ir. the Philippines. He was on the army 
team in the Manila League, which won 
the pennant for several seasons. 

While there Dr. Pond, 
pitcher for the old Baitimore 
team, now health officer 
Saw ‘“‘Dave’ Altizer play. 
to get eut of the service 
professional ball. Altizer 
ing his discharge. Altizer came to the 
States and plaved ball in the West. A 
scout for the Washington American 
League team dug him up and brought 
him to Washington. He played here in 
1908 and 1909 under Joe Cantillon. 

In 1910 he was sent to the Minneapo- 
lis (American Association) team. He 
Played sensational bal] that season and 
last fall was again brought back tnto 
the big League. This time in the Na- 
tional, to the Cincinnati team. He re- 
mained with Cincinnati until a few davs 
ago, when he was returned to Minne- 
apolis. 

Stovall's Brother a Soldier. 

Samuel Stovall, brother of Georg? 
Stowall, manager of the Cleveland 
American League team, a member of 
the Texas League, purchased his dis. 
charge to play baseball. ‘Sam’’ was 
a member of the Fifteenth Battery cf 
l‘ield Artillery. In 1901 he went to the 
Philippines with his organization, where 
he played much ball. 

In two years his organization was 
erdered back to the States, to Fort 
sem Houston, Tex., near San Antonio. 

There the battery attracted wide ait- 
(ention for its great ball team. Stovai! 
Was one of the pitchers and in addi- 
tion to being a good one, was a “heavy 
sticker,” batting close to .300: The*bat 
tery had not been back long until San 
Artonio, a member of the Texas League. 
sot after Sam to sign up. Sam refused 
tu do so. 

He agreed to play with them, how- 
ever, when they were at home. ‘He did 
so, and San Antonio won the pennant. 
Later Sam was induced to purchase his 
Gischarge and play with San Antonio 
regularly. He did, and niade a success 
of it. He is still playing tn the Texas 
League.

Jack O’Brien Trying to Convince 
Public That He’s Light- 
Heavyweight King.

NEW YORK, July 22.—Jack O’Brien, 
signing himself “Lightweight Champion 
of the World,” is out with a challenge to 
all light-heavyweights. 

Now, as a matter of fact. Jack was 
once the real and unadulterated light- 
heavyweight champion. He won the 
title fairly from Bob Fitzsimmons, who 
had taken it from George Gardner, who 
it from Jack Root at Fort Erie.

But the title has not been fought for 
in so many years that its existence has 
been almost forgotten. It was never 
te*xen :very seriously by the sporting 
public and if O’Brien claims he title 
now he is a little off in his’ calcula- 
tions. For Stanley Ketchel’knocked him 
out two years ago in Philadelphia in 
three rounds. As Ketchel was a middle 
and under the light-heavyweight limit of 
17% pounds, he took that title from 
O’Brien—that is if Jack still held it.

the 175-pound limit, in’ which case he 
would of course have taken the light- 
heavyweight crown from our friend 
Jack, 

Burns Let Title Go. 

If Burns has a right to call himself 
light-heavyweight champion he let the 
title go by default when he retired from 
the ring. If Ketchel held it, the title 
lapsed when he met his death. So in 
any case, we have no light-heavyweight 
champion, even of America. 

As for Sam Langtord’s claim to that 
honor (and Sam seems to think he 
ought to come In for some sort of a title 
somewhere or other), Sam will have to 
establish the fact that he is a light- 
heavyweight. In his recent fights he has 
been over the 175 pound mark—and yet 


‘he has had the nerve to call himself a 


middleweight. 
The only way in which Sam can get 


this neglected honor ts by fighting for 
it. He'll have to issue his challenge to 
all the Night-heavyweights and fight all 
eomers at that weight.

St. Louis County Women Also 
Encourage Boys to Join ‘‘Road 
Scouts,”’ to Patrol Highways. 





An ice cream sociable, will be heid at 
St: Charles and Handley roads, in Lind- 
hurst, Saturday night, Aug. 12, for an 
unusual purpose.

ILL-NATURED MEN 


Officers Temperamentally  In- 


capable Will Be on Same 


Footing as Physically Unfit. 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—Any army 
officer who through ill-naturedness or 
otherwise is regarded as temperament- 
ally disqualified for duty, will face re- 


tirement to make room for others pos- 
sessed of the attributes of leaders of 
men. This condition is provided for 1n 
revised army regulations just promul- 


| gated by the war department. 


Under the old rules officers were haled 
before retiring boards only for physical 
disabilities. The department of, justice, 
however, has decided that the law gov- 
erning the situation contemplates the 
enforced retirement of officers who, for 
any reason have become incapable of 
performing their duties. 

This decision has been in force for 
some time, but as commanding officers 
have recommended for so long the re- 
tirement only of officers physically dis- 
abled, it has been difficult to have them 
keep in mind the amended interpreta- 
tion of the law. This is expected to be 
accomplishéd by the new regulations.

Association Formed in New York 
Plans Great Tribute to St. 
Anne. 
DENOUNCED BY PRIEST 
Spokesman for Archbishop Far- 
ley Declares Promoters Have 
No Authority From Church. 





NEW YORK, July 22.—The Saint Anne 
Gold Statue Association, in a circular 
announcement sent to the newspapers 
today was described as a body of French 
Canadians with offices at 27 East Twen- 
ty-second street, who propose to raise 
about $300,000 by popular subscription 
to be used in constructing an eight- 
foot gold statue of Saint Anne. 

The circular stated that the statue, 
when completed, would be blessed by 
the Pope, and after being exhibited in 
such Catholic churches as asked for 
the privilege, it would be finally do- 
nated to the Sanctuary of Saint Anne 
at Beaupre, Canada. 

To this shrine many thousands of the 
devout make annual! pilgrimages for the 
Sake of the wonderful cures which are 
ascribed to Saint Anne in Beaupre. 

Will Sell Reproductions, 

At the office of the association a Post- 
Dispatch reporter met Eugene F. Au- 
caigne, treasurer of the association, 
who readily admitted that the society 
expected to make big profits selling 
small reproductions of the statue to the 
devout for 50 cents each. 

“We expect to have the statue com- 
plete in September, 1912. Then wé@ shal! 
have it exhibited over the country in 
churches. We will make small repro- 
ductions and bas reliefs of the statue 
which we will sell. Out of the sales 
the cost of the reproductions and bas 
relief will first be deducted. Then of 
the remainder one-third will go to the 
poor of the parish, a third to the church 
in which the statue is exhibited and we 
will have a third for ourselves. 

“The profits will be very large. The 
small statues will not cost more than 
19 or 20 cents to make and after we 
have finished showing the large gold 
statue in the churches it will be set up 
in Beaupré. Some 180,000 persons made 
the pilgrimage there last year, and each 
of these would ordinarily buy a small 
statue. Besides there is the whole of 
that portion of Canada to sell to, since 
St. Anne, the mother of Mary, is a fav- 
orite saint there. 

Will Organize Committees. 

“We are organizing a committee of 
21 men in the principal cities of the 
country who will solicit subscriptions of 
$1 each and are now at work getting 
the endorsement of the Catholic clergy. 
The matter is now before Archbishop 
Farley.’’ 

Father M. J. Lavelle, Rector of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, is ordinarily the 
spokesman for Archbishop Farley, but 
today he was out of town. When a re- 
porter presented the matter to the Rev. 
Dr. W. Sinnott, Assistant Rector of St. 
Patrick’s and next in authority to Fath- 
er Lavelle, the Assistant Rector said: 

“If they are doing any such thing 
they are fakers and the public should 
be warned. No one has a right to raise 
money in this way, where there is profit 
for some one concerned. A priest might 
raise money for such a thing, but he 
would not be doing it for a profit, but 
for the church. I never heard of this 
association, and, of course, they have 
no authority from the church.”

The average editicn of one of 
these fiction magazines contains about 
170,000 words, while the average novel 
contains 70,000. Of course there is the 
argument that the novel is superior in 
literary quality to the magazine. Some- 
times it {Is and sometimes it {s not, but 
this, to the publisher and dealer, Is a 
secondary consideration to the demand 
from the purchasing public. 

In deciding what to buy the average 
reader is in favor of eight magazin s, 
total cost $1.20, rather than $1.2% for a 
single book containing less than half 
the matter published in one of the 
eight magazines, 

Publishers think that cheap editions 
of novels in paper binding to sell at 60 
or even 25 cents would do something to 
regain the trade lost to the magazines, 
but at the 60-cent price a publisher 
must sell 50,000 copies before he ‘turns 
the corner,’ and must sel! 100,000 before 
making any worth-whlile profit. Books 
for whic’ the demand reachvs 100,000 are 
rare and publishers are forever faced 
by the chance that even the 50,000 need- 
ed to avert loss may not be sold. 

If publishers could only tell what 
books are to become popular they could 
publish them in standard form and 
make money. This {s something no pub- 
lisher has yet been able to forecast 
with satisfactory certainty. Books re- 
rarded as certain to create a tremen- 
dous sensation fall flat, while those 
published with doubts and dread of the 
ovtcome become famous “best sellers.”

LAWYERS STRIKE. 
FURTHER JUMBLES 
CAMORRA TRIAL 


Unless Attorneys Reconsider 
Whole Court Proceedings 
Will Be Repeated.

‘VITERBO, Italy, July 22.—Uniess the 


lawyers for the defense think better of 
their strike before Wednesday the trial 
of the Camorrists, which has now con- 
tinued for more than three months, will 
be summarily ended, and a new trial 
begun. 

The trouble began yesterday, when 
Capt. Fabroni, one of the crown’'s best 
witnesses, in defending himself and his 
associates of the carabineers, denounced 
Lawyer Lioy as a suborner of perjury, 
and Lioy replied in an undignified man- 
ner. 

During the exchange all the other 
lawyers left the courtroom and iater 
sent a message to President Bianchi say- 
ing that they could not with dignity 
return to the Court if they were not 
assured of protection. 

At the same time they said they were 
taking steps to persuade the offending 
lawyer to withdraw from the case. 

When court opened today only four 
of the attorneys were present and 
they came to lay the case of the de- 
fense before the court. They asked 
the President to postpone the trial to 
Wednesday, saying they wished itn the 
meantime to consult with their col- 
leagues in Naples and Rome regard- 
ing what action they should take, 

They said they would tnsist on pro- 
tection from what they called the 
provocations of the carabineers and 
intimated that in exchange for this 
protection they would bring about the 
withdrawal of Lioy from the defense. 

The accused, with the exception of 
Bartolozzi, who fell in a fit during 
the hubbub yesterday, were present 
and objected to the proposed day. Ciro 
Vitozzi, the priest, weeping, sald: 

“The protraction of this agony is kill- 
ing us.”

Reves returned during the night from 
a plantation near Tuluca. lrom there 
originated yesterday a fantastic tale 
that the General had been kidnaped by 
a band of 40 Maderists.

St. Louis, a dam now being built 
#ross the Mississippi River will increase the 
hydro-electric output by 200,000 horsepower, an 
addition of 12% per cent to the total power now 
developed in the United States. 

It is correctly estimated that one horsepower 
ic required for every five persons in manufac- 
luring and lighting, -hence the dam at Keokuk 
will supply a population of 1,000,000. Within 
transmission distance of Keokuk are 3,565,800 
persons, or within 150 miles, in which zone St. 
louis comes, a population of approximately 
1,000,000 persons. 

Already 60,000 horsepower from the Keokuk 
dam have been sold to St. Louis by contract 
for 99 years, subject to equitable adjustment at 
19 year intervals, based on the then cost of coal. 
An immediate gross income is assured the com- 
pany of $1,989,000 by this contract. This power 
will go to the North American company and be 
divided between the Union Electric Light @& 
Power Co. and the United Railways. 

The potency of 200,000 hydro-electric power 
can be better grasped «hen it is understood that 
this will save 3,000,000 tons of coal a year to 
posterity t, making its ast unnecessary. This 
amount of coal would fill 75,000 coal cars and 
make a train 85 miles Jong.

The storage for conditions of low water above 
the Keokuk dam amounts to about 500,000 acre 
feet, or enough to cover the State of Rhode 
Island nine inches dee; The lake above the 
dam will extend upstream from 40 to 60 miles 
and will have a depth of from 10 to 30 feet. It 
will be practically without current and will be 
stationary as to depth at all seasons. It will 
be the finest regatta water in the West, and it 
is expected that all the boat races of the West 
will be contested there. 

About fifteen piers of the dam have been con- 
structed on the Illinois side of the river, and on 
the Iowa side the coffer dam around tie site 
of the power house hag been built and the site 
unwatered, laying bare the bottom of the Mis- 
sissippi River over an area of about 33 acres. 
In this area the tail race is being blasted in 
the solid rock of the river bed. — 

The problem of building the dam and _ the

The rock taken out of the trench for the tail 
race under the power house will supply al] the 
stone for the concrete, in the construction of 
the power house. The rock for the concrete of 
the dam is taken from a surface quarry on the 
Illinois side of the river within 500 feet of the 
dam site.. The sand is pumped from the bed of 
the Des Moines River a short distance below the 
rapids, and is hauled to the sites of the work 
in the company’s own trains operated over the 
tracks of tke Burlington and Wabash rai‘lroads 
On both sides of the river are storage vards and 
cement’ houses. 

The story of the Keokuk project runs back to 
1848 when the people of Keokuk, Io., and Ham- 
ilton, Ill., tried to form a company to build a 
wing dam. In 1856 Robert E. Lee, then a 
United States engineer officer, surveyed the Des 
Moines Rapids, across which the dam is being 
built, and to the Secretary of War recommended 
the site for a power pldnt. 

From that time to the present severa] efforts 
have been made to establish companies to build 
a dam at Keokuk, but not until 1905, when Con- 
gress passed a bill granting the right to con- 
struct it to a number of Keokuk men was any 
real progress made. 

In March of this year work was begun on the 
zonstruction of the dam, and thus far 25 per 
cent of the expense incidental to its building 
has been met, and the work is seven weeks 
ahead of schedule. A great deal of the expense 
so far has been for land necessary for flowage 
right, the right of way for the transmission line 
te St. Louis and in work preparatory to the 
building of the dam. 

One deals in big figures in writing of the 
Keokuk dam, With the exception of the 
Assouan dam built by .the British Government 
across the Nile, the Keokuk dam 4568 feet long 
will be the longest in the world. The spillway 
section will be 4278 feet in length. The height 
will be 82 feet ahove the river ®:d, and the base 
42 feet wide. 

The upper face of the dam will be vertical, 
but the downstream face will be an ogee curve, 
the upper portion a parabola over which the 
water wil] spill, the lower portion an arc of a 
circle which will throw the water horizontally 
away from the toe of the dam.

ported by concrete piers. These piers will] be 6 
feet thick and will be integral with the dam. 
The piers support an arched bridge, from which 
the gates will be operated with electric hoists 
By ‘manipulating these gates the water above 
the dam will be kept at a nearly constant leve) 
all the time. 

The dam will be built of solid concrete, with- 
out reinforcement of any kind. It wil] be firmly 
locked into the rock bed of the river in trenches 
and will be practically a monolith. 

“The power house will be built on the Iowa 
shore, and nearby will be the ship lock and dry 
dock. The power house will be 1400 feet long 
and 123 feet wide. The superstructure will be 
of concrete, in which will be molded the water 
passages and water wheel chambers. The tail 
race will be blasted out of the solid rock of the 
bed of the river. 

On top of the tail race the superstructure will 
be built of concrete, brick and steel.

N the history of art 
there are few records 
of persons who at- 
tained success  sud- 
denly or developed 
artistic power with- 
out long training.

Apel- 
les, if myth © shall 

guide us, was truly 

“a child of the gods. 

Victor Hugo was a “prodigious infant” to the 
critics long before he “echoed new thunders in 
the sky of France.” Burns, as a plowboy, sang 
undying songs. Suc.. instances in literature are 
manifold. But in th» ranks of those who work 
with chise] and brush and color, the experience 
of the ages is condensed in the poet-artist’s 
plaint, “The lyf so snort; the art so long to 
lerne.” When the hand of the artist has iearned 
to reproduce thé dreams of the artist’s brain, 
there {is usually a train of laborious years left 
behind. 

This is particularly true of portraiture, the 
highest form of art done in brush and color. 
It requires an intimate knowledge of anatomy 
and a color sense trained to perception of the 
most subtle tones and variations. The portrait 
painter, moreover, m st be a reader of char- 
acter and have the ability to catc: “mood” in 
his sitter in order that his painting may have 
a personality. Of al] branches of painting por- 
traiture is the most difficult. Its masters are 
few, and have been throughout time. And they 
succeeded by the most rigorous schooling of the 
most pronounced talent. 

Considering these facts, we may well wonder 
at the accomplishments of Mrs. Arthur Buckner 
Barret, a St. Louis woman. Untrained, unaided 
and having none of the advantages of environ- 
ment. and atmosphere, she began painting por- 
traits—real portraits with all the characteristics 
of “living art.” 


Awakened by 


Sudden Inspiration. 

INCE she was awakened by her first inspi- 
ration four years ago, she has painted thir- 
teen portraits, some from life, some from 

-emory aNd some from old prints and photo- 
; hs, augmented by descriptions of their orig- 
in 1. Self-taught, she has produced pictures that 
pla her high in the ranks of portrait painters, 
and 3s the wonder of all who have seen her work. 

Twe. of her paintings, done by request, hang 
in the halls of St. Louis philanthropic institu- 
tions. One is a portrait of David Ranken Jr., 
done from life a few months before his death. 
It hangs in the David Ranken School of Mechan- 
ical Trades. 


The other hangs in the Blind Girls’ Home. It 
is a life-size portrait of Mrs. L. L. Culver, whose 
generosity and kindness of heart did so much 
to make life bearable and pleasant for these 
girls who never see the light. It shows Mrs. 
Culver seated in an armchair near an open 
window, through which the light streams, strug- 
sling with the meshes of filmy curtains, softly 
touching the white hair and the lovable face. 
A bright beam illumines the hand resting on an 
arm of the chair, and the book lying open on 
the subject's lap. 

The picture is symbolic of Mrs. Culver’s life. 
The composition is excellent, the coloring beau- 
tiful and the whole conception is c testimonial 
to ability. In many ways, except direct tecb- 
nique, it calls to mind Whistler’s famous portrait 
of bis mother 
_ ‘This woman painter awoke suddenly to the 
_ ability within her. Caedmon, sleeping in the

awakened by a vision and a voice that told him. 
“Sing, Caedmon; sing the beginning of created 
things.”” And Caedmon sang, becoming through 
his songs “the father of English verse.” 

Perhaps it is only a pretty story invented by 
a later poet who would have all things beau- 
tiful from beginning to end: but it illustrates 
‘the manner of Mrs. Barret’s awakening.

N San Francisco, whither she drifted with

[In a week she was out and 
roaming to the south in boy's clothes. 

The girl's police record from this point in her 
career was written periodically on station blot- 
ters.

With the consent of 
the authorities, as well as that of herself 
and her husband, he took the young woman— 
she is now 22 years old—under his professional 
carve. He learned her life story from the begin- 
ning in all its details and made a careful ex- 


amination of her skull and particularly of the 


enlarged temple, which had become thickened 
and uneven following the fall from a horse at 
the Mexican ranch. 

Dr. Rowell’s theory was that after the pressure 
on the brain was relieved, a systematic daily 
hypnotizing of his patient would cure her. Her 
sensitive subconscious mind was to be instructed 
to forget the past that had now ceased to be vita! 
and turn toward the perfectly new future and al! 
its possibilities. 

Dr. Rowell’s method of healing warped minds 
like Mrs. Thurnherr’s by hypnotism is not in it- 
self new. It has often been stated succinctly and 
elaborated upon. These physicians simply begin 
with the supposition that there is a double self 
or duplex personality, each having a distinct state 
of consciousness, and a secondary or subconscious 
personality, which is capable of holding mental 
proceedings which we know nothing of. Every 
person possesses these double selves, which never 
shade into each other. 

Through hypnotism this subliminal second, or 
submerged self, is brought to the surface: in fact, 
brought into active control of ithe personality 
under influence. A person thus thrown into ar- 
tificial sleep is sensitive only to what the op- 
erator tells him as far as mental and physical 
actions go. He is also constrained, evel after 
waking, to obey the voice of the superior self 
that has been aroused while his Objective mind 
slumbered. Thus, in time his character may be- 
come entirely changed. Hypnotism may finally 
become powerful as a method of instructing and 
reforming wayward or rebellious persons. The 
sympathy between the bypnotist and the subject 
must, of course, be good. The suggestionist 
involves the better or subliminal self, which, un- 
known to the waking patient now directs the ob- 
jective mind. 3 

This was practically Dr. Powell's theory with 
Mrs. Thurnherr. In a light hypnotic sleep, for 
an hour each day, both after the operation and 
before, she was told that her old life was abso- 
lutely nonexistent, that the old strange impulses 
that animated her then would never return to 
her, and that she would begin 9 care for and 
appreciate things she had never noticed before. 
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48 she uppeared when actuated by her warped brain to irresponsible acta, 
Arrow shows where skull pressed on brain. 


For days before the operation, which 
young woman underwent at her own request, 
this was the course Dr. Rowell pursued. The 
operation itself was not elaborate. As the sur- 
geon had expected, that area on the skull called 
by physicians “‘the silent area,” high on the right 
temple and just in front of the right ear, was 
one and a half times thicker than any other part 
of the skull, the fall having so affected the bone 
structure that it grew inward at this point of 
injury, and pressed on the brain tissues as the 
girl was reaching maturity. This pressure, it 
was Dr. Rowell’s theory. directly affected the 
girl’s moral sense. 

Instead of sawing out a portion of the skull 
11-2 by .1 inches, as had been the custom in 
previous operations of this kind which have oc- 
casionally been performed with more or less suc- 
cess, Dr. Rowell, with Dr. Duke, who assisted 
him, snipped away all this thick growth with 
surgical scissors. All the physicians who saw 
the operation—and many emjnent surgeons were 
there to witness it—said that the skull plainly 
showed an abnormality. The brain tissues were 
im no way injured, the tissues were sewn over 
the wound and the scalp drawn tight. No plate 
was used to replace the skull bone, as has been 
the case with previous operations of this sort. 

The young woman recovered from the nervous 
shock of the operation in a darkened room, being 
rigorously treated for weeks along the lines of 
mental suggestion in which Dr. Rowell so firmly 
believed. She was afterward transferred to the 
country, where the same mental training was 
continued. The result seems to be a totally new 
personality. Old members of Mrs. Thurnherr, 
who knew the girl when she was a very hand- 
some, slim, brown-eyed tomboy, hardly recognize 
this gentle, large-eyed, delicate young woman 
as the hovdenish girl they used to know. 

At first it seemed as if the strenuous surgical 
and mental] trial she had been through was to 
influence her but temporarily. But it is begin- 
ning to be evident that the old Jeannie Gordon 
is as Jead as the little Barclay girl who ran away 
sO many years ago in a ruffled apron and became 
a boy. 

Mrs. Thurnherr is interested in things she 
never cared about before, never thought of or 
appeared to notice. Always strikingly pretty 
iu a boyish way, and with gnusually beautifa), 
pleading, bazel eyes, the young woman has an 
e"nression like that of a child taken to see the

And now that the awakening has come after 
all these years, and the child of impish impulse

the St. Louis Police 
Department, 365 bogus 
checks were accumulat- 
ed as part of the record 
left by the’ constant 
campaign against 
crime. The average for 
the year means that 
once every day some- 
body exchanged a 
warthless piece of pa- 
per for cash or mer- 
chandise, or both. 

Of all the misdeeds 
men commit to get money without effort, the 
worthless check game probably is most attractive. 
ic requires no long apprenticeship under a master 
crook. The only tools or implements necessarv 
are check blanks and a pen or pencil. The re- 
turns are immediate. Altogether it looks so very 
easy that even the most stupid and uncouth are 
tempted to give it a trial. 

It réally is just as easy as it looks. Gullible 
tradesmen, forgetting necessary precautions in 
their desire to accommodate prospective  cus- 
timers, are legion. But small merchants are not 
the only victims. Big firms, which try to give 
every possible convenience to patrons, often ac- 
cept worthless checks rather than take the chance 
of bringing embarrassment on honest persons. 
Good checks and bad checks look very much 
alike, except to an expert. 

The ease with which money may thus be fraud- 
ulently obtained is only one side of the story. 
The other, which forgers always overlook, is that 
it is so very easy to get caught. Punishment for 
a first offense may be evaded, but repetition al- 
most invariably means arrest. 


By U e of Directory 
Forger’s Handwork Is Identified 


D ETECTION is particularly likely in St. 


THE last 


Louis, because this city is the only one 
that has a directory of bad checks and 


forgers’ signatures, so compiled and arranged that. 


comparisons of suspected paper may be made 
instantly. A forger may flood the town with 
bogus checks in a single afternoon, but from 
that time on he is a marked man. No matter 
how many signatures he used or how many styles 
of penmanship he employs, Justice has an eye 
on him and will drive him to prison if the vic- 
tims wish to prosecute. 

The St. Louis directory of bogus checks was 
» e-tablished in November, 1908, by James H. Smith, 
who recently retired from the post of Chief of 


Detectives. Prior to that, all worthless checks - 


had been filed away separately with police re- 
ports, making them almost inaccessible and of 
no practical worth for comparison with new ones 
received. Chief Smith believed that if each 
vueck were :ccurately studied and traced and filed 
with its own history, it migut serve the sanie 
purpose that photographs, finger prints and sig- 
natures do in the Bertillon gallery. 

The system was a success from the beginnim. 

soon as a forger was convicted, all the checxs 

he was known to have written ‘rer: grouped 
under a single head in the directory. John P. 
_ Coakley, Assistant Superintendent of the Bertil- 
lon Bureau, was assigned to the task of filing 
and grouping the checks, and he now has the sys- 
tem arranged so perfectly that he can tell the 
complete history of every check in the collection, 
which contains about 1200 of the “funny” slips. 

He also knows exactly who wrote each of them, 
although he has not seen some of the forgers. 
In fact he has checks written by men who never 
have been arrested, but who are gradually lessen- 
ing the distance between themselves and the pen- 
itentiary. Every time they write a signature 
they are adding to the evidence that will be used 
against them. When the arrest finally is made, 
Coakley will summon every one of the victims 
_to identify the forger. 
' ’ This is where the value of the check directory 
becomes apparent. The forger may have used a 
dozen names, but Coakley knows one man did 
all the work, and he can accordingly get identi- 
fications by every person who accepted a check 
in this particular forger’s “group.” 


Queer Quirks of Forger’s 
Writing Betrays Them 


INCE he was put in charge of the check di- 
rectory, Coakley has turned his detective 
instinct almost wholly toward the iden- 

tification of handwriting. Connections that never 
would be apparent to the layman are traced by 
Coakley from one to another of a long series of 
checks, no two of which bear the same signature. 
The way of the forger will be hard in St. Louis 
as long as the unique directory of checks is prop- 
erly kept up. 

“I don’t believe there is a forger in America,” 
said Coakley, “who can so disguise his writing 
that I will be unable finally to identify him. I 
have not studied the matter as extensively as 
some men, and I wouldn't be willing to pose in 
court as an expert. That isn’t my line, anyway. 
But I have been working at this business long 
enough to learn that each man’s penmanship has 
some characteristic which never is missing. 

“It may be found in one or two letters only. 
but it is there every time. Let a man write Spen- 
eerian, vertical, “backhand” or any other style, 
he still leaves his individuality {n the name he 
has 80 cleverly and perhaps laboriously inscribed. 
_ 1 don't know why thie characteristic never can 

be disguised. That, I suppose is a matter of pey-

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Specimens of Forgeries in the St. 
“There are hundreds of ways in which the iden- 
tity of a writer may be established. One man who 
has contributed freely to our directory is easily 
marked by his lavish use of periods. He puts 
a period after every date, name and sum of money 
he writes. He not only separates dollars from 
cents by a decimal point, but he jabs a dot 
down after the two last ciphers or figures. I 
never saw anybody else do that in just the way 
he does it, and I can spot his work every time, 
although there are other peculiarities about it 
hesides the periods. 

“The writing of one man can be distinguished 
by the way he writes a little compound ‘pothook’ 
under the figures representing cents. It always 
begins and ends the same way, and it probably is 
done so rapidly that the forger never dreams of 
the consequences it may bring upon him. To 
the average person, | suppose, it looks very in- 
nocent, but it served as the means of trapping 
the man who wrote it and of sending some of his 
accomplices to prison as well. 


Two Horizontal Bars 
R.vealed Ths Crook's Work 


_4 NOTHER forger, whose work 1 have 
A here, always draws two little hori- 
zontal bars under the cents. Many 

persons, of course, do that, but no one else does 
it like this fellow. If there were no other clew 
in the whole check, I could identify his writing 
by those two little bars. In fact they are the 
distinguishing features of his work, but ‘he 
probably never suspects when he draws his little 
bars, rapidly and almost subconsciously, that 
they will put him behind other bars that can’t be 
rubbed away with an eraser or cut out with a knife. 
“Whatever peculiarity there is about a forger’s 
writing, it probably will cling to him all his life. 
I don’t believe any man, however clever, could 
wholly eliminate his personality from his pen- 
manship. The length of his arm, the flexibility or 
lack of it in his wrist and fingers, and the haste 
cr speed with which he writes may leave im- 
prints that will convict. One or all of these things 
put certain strokes into his writing or minute 
diversities of shading into the strokes. He simply 
can’t get away from.them. I have here several 
checks written by a mar whose penmanship can 
be identified by the way he crosses his ‘t’ and dots 
an ‘i.’ Even if somebody should point that out 
to him I don't belteve he could change it so it

“We caught one clever rascal ‘here who had taken

resented himself as such a high-class man that 
he usuaily got replies from high officials of the 
firms. Then he studied the officials’ signatures 
until he could write them without the least 
trouble.

éC UT he cottidn’t keep himself out of the 

B signatures he forged, although he was 

abont as good with the pen as a man 

could hope to be. We had samples of his work 

on file and we got him. He was convicted last 

April and is serving a four-year sentence in the 
Ohio penitentiary. 

“It is amusing to watch the identification of a 
forger after we have grouped a string of his 
checks. He expects to be confronted by one 
or two of his most recent victims, but he is not 
expecting to meet all the persons who took his 
checks and hear them say, ‘Yes, that’s the man 
for whom I cashed a check.’ 

“Unless he is an old-timer and as hard as ad- 
amant, he will be overwhelmed by this array of 
evidence. Forgers often break down under such 
a strain and give inadvertent evidence against 
themselves.” 

Frank Harlan, alias McFarland, alias Dubeck, 
ahas Harry Richards, committed a series of forg- 
eries in St. Louis in 1906 and was sent to the 
penitentiary for two years. He was discharged 
a few months before Chief Smith started his check 
directory. In February, 1909, Coakley received a 
bogus check unlike any in his files. Suspecting 
Harlan, he went to the Bertillon cabinet and got 
out Harlan’s card of finger prints. The signature 
on the card was found to have the same char- 
acteristics that distinguished the writing on the 
check. 

Coakley accordingly started a group of “Harlan” 
checks. Harlan passed five of the bogus slips, 
and Coakley had them all growped when the ar- 
rest was made. Five persons identified Harlan, 
wno pleaded guilty to forgery in tne second degree 
on two counts, and accepted a penitentiary sen- 
tence of s'x years. Without the mass of evidence 
accumulated by Coakley, Harlan might have

fought tLe case successfully. The five idefitifi- 
cations not only clinched the forgery charge, 
but laid Harlan liable to a longer sentence under 
tne habitual criminal act. He lost no time in 
~aing the best of the situation. 
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Although Harlan made use of all his aliases 
and wrote several styles of penmanship, any one 
of these five checks will identify him instantly 
if he ever tries forgery again in St. Louis. In 
like manner the signatures written by felons on 
their cards or finger prints are a big reference 
library, through which forgers can be traced. 

One of the most important services performed 
through the bogus check directory was breaking 
Lp a gang of two men and two women forgers who 
worked across the country from San Francisco to 
the Mississippi Valley. They forged checks of 
paper companies and passed them on shoe mer- 
chants and haberdashers. They worked only Sat- 
urday afternoon, after banking hours and after 
they had spent several days in the city, learn- 
ing all about the paper company and the partic- 
ular employe’ whose name they intended to use. 

Samples of the checks these four passed in 
Kansas City were mailed to Coakley by the Kan- 
sas City police. Unfortunately, the gang already 
had been here and defrauded several merchants. 
The checks they passed here began coming in a 
few hours after Coakley got his samples from 
Kansas City. The local detective department in- 
vestigated and learned that two men and two 
women, whose descriptions corresponded to those 
of the forgers, had taken several meals at a 
certain restaurant and had been very friendly to 
one of the waitresses. Coakley and Smith guessed 
that the forgers had gone to Chicago and proba- 
bly would spend a week or two there.

The first request came from the children them- 
selves.

Then some of the mothers came to 
the directress in charge to say that, as their chil- 
dren learned everything at the Case de] Bambini 
without fatigue, they could not understand why 
she should refuse to let them read and write;

“But ‘in modern times the art appears to be 
dying out. If my compatriots of the forum and 
the platform were alive tocay, they’d probably 
be in the restaurant business or else selling hoky- 
poky ice cream and the redda banann from a 
pusheart.

learned to do the accenting with his hands, and 
his tongue lost its cunning. 

“The Briton went in for cricket and tea-drink- 
ing as his favorite out and indoor sports, and 
oratory languished with him, too. The Irish used 
to produce many orators, but working on the 
police force has been found to pay better, as a 
general thing. Still, you may have noticed that, 
both as a race and as individuals, the Irish are 
ready speakers on all and any subjects.” 

I told Demosthenes that I had. [ told him 
about two friends of mine, an Irishman and an 
Englishman. Personally they are very fond of 
each other, but racially they are fierce enemies, 
and almost every afternoon they go to a little 
piace kept by a strict non-partisan, he being a 
German, and there they orate.

Eloquence has lost 
its uses in a measure. In politics, if a candidate 
has the right kind of talk for Charley Murphy, 
he needn't worry himself thinking up remarks to 
be delivered publicly for the benefit of the hoi 
pollio. The Hois are Irish and will be all right 
anyhow, while the Pollois; if you can judge from 
the name, must be Hungarians and probably hav- 
en't any votes. 

“Nor is the art so necessary in the practice of 
the law. If a man is making a specialty of cor- 
poration practice. he can do better by allying 
himself with the firm of Duck, Dodge & Co., and 
following hjs profession in the dark of the moon 
with a jimmy and a working acquaintance with 
a few judges and U. 8.

“The little fellow looked up at me, smiled, was 
evidently on the point of bursting into some ebul- 
lition of delight, and then cried, ‘Scrivo! Io scri- 
vo!’ (‘I can write! I am writing!) Lying on the 
ground he wrote on the pavement ‘mano’ (hand), 
then, with new enthusiasm. he wrote ‘camino’ 
(chimney); and as he wrote he continued to call 
out, ‘I am writing!’ so that the other children 
came running to see the sight and surrounded 
him, staring in astonishment. 

“Then two or three of them, trembling with ex- 
citement, said to me: ‘Please, please, a piece of 
chalk! I want to write, too!’ and, in fact, they 
set to work to “rjte various words. 

“Not one of tne. “ad ever had in hie hands a 
piece of chalk or a writ... _‘setrument, except, of 
course, the crayons for shading the geometrical 
figures; it was the first time that they had writ- 
ten, and they formed an entire word, as when they 
first spoke they pronounced an entire word. 

“A veritable frenzy of writing took possession of 
our school. Each child flattered itself that it‘had 
detected within itself an especial gift of nature, 
a talent. Not being able to adjust in their ttle 
minds the connection between the preparations 
and the act, they were possessed with the amusing 
illusion that having now grown to the proper size 
they knew how to write, just as they had, when 
the strength came to them, been able to walk and 
talk. This conviction shows clearly how little 
strain is put upon the tender brain by the pre- 
paratory work.” | 

So great was the delight evinced during the first 
few days in this newly discovered ebility that the 
mothers came to report how in order to eave their

their little ones paper and pencil. and the children, 
delighted and proud, not only wrote all evening,

After either a month or six weeks, accoiding 
fo the age, the average child writes all the 
simple words he pleases, and usually begins to 
write with ink. After three months most of them 
write well, and those who have been writing 
for six months are equal in their caligraphy to 
children of the third elementary class in the pub- 
lic schools. 

The transition from writing to reading is not 
so immediate as one might imagine. A child no 
doubt can always repeat a word that he has writ- 
ten, but, as Maria Montessori points out, this 
cannot properly be called reading. 

Very soon the children are able to take part in 
a reading game thus conceived. All the most at- 
eTactive toys of the schoo] are displayed on a 
table, the name of each is written on a piece of 
paper and the folded paper is placed in a bag, each 
child draws a paper and opens it without allowing 
anyone else to see, and then if he can clearly and 
correctly pronounce the word written on it the 
scrap of paper becomes, as it were, a coin, en- 
titling him for the rest of the day to the toy in- 
scribed on it. The success of this game surpassed 
the inventor’s expectation, for it was found that 
the children declined to play with the toys and 
preferred to go on drawing from the bag and 
reading the words! 

The progress from single words to_ short 
phrases is effected by means of the indispensable 
blackboard. The teacner writes on it brief ques- 
tions which the children answer, or orders which 
they execute, thus carrying on a@ sort of conver- 
sation on one side im writing, on the other in 
speech or action. For longer phrases an exten- 
sion of the same method is employed. A num- 
ber of different commands-are written out on 
paper and distributed among the children. |
